BUS CO. SEEKS $60,000 HANDOUT OF TOWN FUNDS

TOWN MEETING TO DECIDE NOV. 20th 


The special town meeting will 
be called on to decide the fate of a 
$60,000 fund request to assist the 
Springfield-Agawam Bus Com¬ 
pany in continuing its present 
service to and from Springfield. 

The bus company had 
threatened to terminate service if 
it does not receive the funds to 
purchase new buses. 

Former Representative Walter 
T. Kerr presented the Board of 
Selectmen with a petition 
requesting action. As a result the 
selectmen at Mr. Kerr’s bidding 
inserted an article in the warrant 
of the last special town meeting 
requesting that the town meeting 
appeal to the state legislature for 
permission to make funds 
available from the town treasury. 


Representative Edward Con¬ 
nelly complied with the request of 
the town meeting and filed the 
bill, which passed. The Novem¬ 
ber 20 meeting must now con¬ 
sider further action. 

The total cost of the three buses 
which would be leased to the bus 
company is estimated at $120,000. 
The federal government is ex¬ 
pected to contribute $60,000, 
although the actual amount has 
yet to be determined. 

The Springfield-Agawam Bus 
Lines, a West Springfield con¬ 
cern, which also services 
Memorial Avenue in addition to 
Agawam, has been denied 
financial assistance by West 
Springfield officials.

AGAWAM AT THE CROSS ROADS 


The time has come for the voters to make a 
momentous decision, a decision that will effect the 
future of the town. 

On November 16, election day, there will ap¬ 
pear on the ballot a question regarding the accep¬ 
tance of the recommendation of the elected char¬ 
ter Commission. 

After 10 months of study, consultations and pub¬ 
lic hearings, the Commission has recommended 
a change from the present form of government to 
to a Town Manager-Council form of government. 

The Massachusetts Department of Community 
Affairs called the Commission’s proposal “in- 
ovative and one that is bold, new and forward- 
looking.” 

Station WBZ radio and television, the largest 
in New England, stated in a recent editorial “we 
think that the Agawam Charter Commission and 
its consultants have made a real breakthrough in 
the town government reform movement in Mas¬ 
sachusetts.” 

The Commission in their report noted that they 
recognize that not every voter will agree with 
every item which is contained in the proposal, in¬ 
deed, the members of the Commission, are not 
themselves unanimous on every provision con¬ 
tained in the charter. The majority is unanimous, 
however, in the belief that as a whole it should 
be adopted and made effective. If it is later found 
that there are provisions which should be changed, 
there are procedures available to accomplish 
such changes without undue delay. 

Obviously there are some public officials and 
some who aspire to be officials, that are opposed 
to all of the charter’s provisions; however, the 
charter was drafted to suit the needs of the peo¬ 
ple of Agawam and not to suit the wishes of offi¬ 
cials or employees who remain in office at the 
pleasure of the people. After all, elected and ap¬ 
pointed officials come and go, but the charter un¬ 
der which we govern ourselves will remain for 
generations to come. 

The elimination of the town meeting (188 mem¬ 
bers) which is not only archaic in nature but un- 
wieldly has brought cries of anguish from the 
charter’s opponents, that the rights of the people 
have been taken away. This is far from the truth, 
their rights have been retained in the form of ini¬ 
tiation petition and the rights of referendum 
against arbitrary actions by their elected repre¬ 
sentatives; furthermore, the people still retain the 


right to vote out of office those who act against 
the public interest. 

At present the town meeting is dominated by a 
combination of 37 paid town employees and 39 
non-paid appointed and elected officials. 

The proposed charter provides for a 15-mem¬ 
ber council and a seven-member school commit¬ 
tee whose members would be prohibited from 
holding any paid position that is payable out of the 
town treasury. 

The smaller number of persons involved in the 
legislative body and the fact that “roll call” votes 
will be required will for the first time make ac¬ 
countable to the voters the actions of their elect¬ 
ed representatives. 

For a number of years it has been quite ob¬ 
vious that the town which operates under a sys¬ 
tem of government devised in the colonial days 
could no longer manage its affairs in a decentral¬ 
ized manner and that in order to manage the 
town’s annual budget, which now exceeds six mil¬ 
lion dollars, the system of three selectmen meet¬ 
ing a few hours per week must be eliminated in 
favor of full-time management, and in this area 
the charter commission has recommended a full¬ 
time professional administrator, a town manager 
appointed by the elected town council. Under pro¬ 
visions of the charter he would be appointed 
“solely on the basis of his executive and admin¬ 
istrative qualifications, a person especially fitted 
by education and training with previous experience 
in public administration which qualifies him to 
perform the duties of the office.” The person se¬ 
lected by the council need not be a resident of the 
town but should have, by education, a master’s 
degree in public administration, and should hold 
membership in the International City Manage¬ 
ment Association. 

He would serve at the pleasure of the council; 
they would legislate and he would administrate. 

Years of experience in the government and 
management of town affairs in Agawam are rep¬ 
resented by the persons that were elected to the 
Charter Commission and if we are going to have 
a system which will enable the town to move for¬ 
ward progressively and vigorously in the years 
of challenge and opportunity that lie ahead, the 
voters on November 16 ought to vote YES on 
the question. 

They owe this to themselves, to the town and 
to the younger generation that will follow. 


pany’s requests point out that the 
town of Agawam has no 
guarantee that the company will 
be successful even after pur¬ 
chasing new buses and should it 
fail the town would have the 
vehicles on its hands. 

Those favoring the expenditure 
of the funds point out that the 
town of Agawam would be 
without bus service to Springfield 
if Mr. Elmer Lavalle, the owner, 
makes good this threat to cease 
operations. 

If the fund request article is 
defeated a subsequent article 
would authorize, if passed, the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint a 
committee to study the effects of 
the Town of Agawam’s par¬ 
ticipation in a regional tran¬ 
sportation authority. The com¬ 
mittee would consist of nine 
members one from each of the 
voting precincts, the chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, the 
chairman of the Planning Board 
and the chairman of the Board of 
Assessors. 

Also under consideration is a 

plan by the Agawam Council on 
Aging which would provide mini¬ 
bus service for the town's senior 
citizens. The council has filed a 
letter of intent with the Mass. 
Department of Community Af¬ 
fairs. This plan could provide 
free bus service to seniors who 
would be transported to locations 
where they could participate in 
activities and other services of 
benefit such as hospitals, 
shopping centers, churches, 
sports events, libraries, the 
senior center, parks, museums 
and to the daily lunch programs.

Paul Fieldstad, candidate for 
selectman, at an appearance 
before the newly established 
Citizens’ Committee for Charter 
Revision placed himself squarely 
in favor of the Charter Com¬ 
mission’s plan for Town 
Manager-Council form of 
government. 

The Citizens’ Committee held 
its organizational meeting at the 
Senior Center with 40 persons 
present. Louis DePalma, a 
resident of Agawam for 67 years 
was named chairman of the 
group. Other officers are Francis 
Colli Treasurer, and Charles 
Brantley, Secretary. 

Mr. Fieldstad in a statement 
before the group said “I have no 
objection to being the shortest 
term selectmen in the history of 
the town. I am 100% in favor of 
the Town Manager-Council form 
of government. I have been a 
town meeting member, and as a 
member of the Planning Board I

CHARTER QUESTIONS 

Q. How many members will be elected to the Town Council and by 
what method? . 

A. 15 will be elected: 2 from each of the evenly divided precincts and 
3 at large. 

Q. Who will be eligible to seek a council seat? 

A. Any voter and citizen of the town who presents 50 signatures for a 
precinct seat or 100 signatures for an at large seat. 

Q. What about the school committee seats? 

A. 100 signatures will be required. 

Q. Will a candidate for nomination have to enter the Democratic or 
Republican Caucus? 

A. No — both party caucuses will be eliminated in favor of a town 
wide primary and the candidate has his choice to run with or without a 
party label. 

Q. What will be the salary of the councilmen? 

A. The councilmen will be paid $500 per year 
Q. Can the council raise its salary? 

A. Yes — but it does not become effective until after the next 
election, which means that the councilmen voting for the increase 
must face the voter prior to receiving the increase. 

Q. What is the council's term of office? 

A. Two years. 

Q. Can paid town employes be on the council or school committee? 
A. Yes — but they cannot receive a pay from the town treasury, 
which means that they have a choice of being a town employee or 
giving up their job in favor of being a council or school committee 
man. 

Q. How many paid town employees are presently town meeting 
members? 

A. There are 37 and in addition there are 39 elected and appointed 
non-paid town officials acting as town meeting members or 40% of the 
present body. 

Q. Will the people know how their elected councilmen vote on im¬ 
portant issues? 

A. Yes — for the first time in the town’s history a roll call vote will 
be required which means that they will be accountable to the voters 
for their actions. 

Q. What appointive power does th*» council^ have? 

A. They will appoint their clerk, the town accountant, the Board of 
Appeals and the town manager who will serve at the council’s pleasure 
and without a fixed term. 

Q. How often will the council meet? 

A. The charter provides for meetings not less than every thirty days 
but they may meet more often if necessary. The town meeting 
presently meets 3 times per year. 

Q. Who acts on the annual town budget? 

A. The town manager after working with the department heads 
prepares and presents the budget to the council for approval? 

Q. Can the council reduce the budget requests? 

A. Yes, it can reduce items or delete them but it cannot increase 
them. 

Q. How will the people know when this budget will be acted on? 

A. The council must publish in one or more newspapers in the town 
the general summary of the budget as submitted by the town 
manager, and the time and places where the proposed budget is 
available for public inspection, furthermore a public hearing must be 
held by the council. 

Q. Can citizens of the town present articles to the council for con¬ 
sideration? 

A. Yes, the school committee and the council must act on every 
petition submitted which is signed by at least 50 voters. 

Q. Do the people still retain the rights of referendum? 

A. Yes, if the people object to an action 10% of the voters may 
submit a petition to the school committee or the council and they must 
reconsider their action and if the action is not rescinded they must 
submit it to a referendum at a special or regular election. 

Q. What qualifications must a town manager have? 

A. He must be fitted by education and training with previous ex¬ 
perience in public administration. 

Q. Must he be a resident of the town? 

A. No, the council can look anywhere in the country to seek out the 
best man possible for the job, although 12 months following his ap¬ 
pointment he must establish a residence in the town. 

Q. Can any present elective official become town manager? 

A. Not at this time, the charter provides that the town manager 
shall not have served in an elective town office for a year prior to his 
appointment. 

Q. Will the manager give full time to the job? 

A. Yes, and he cannot hold any other appointive or elective position, 
nor engage in any other business or occupation. 

Q. Can he be removed from office? 

A. Yes, the council elected by the people have the right to remove 
the manager, who may request a public hearing if he desires it. 

Q. What are his powers and duties? 

A. The manager will supervise and direct the administration of all 
departments, commissions, boards and officers other than those 
assigned by the charter to the council or school committee. 

Q. Does he appoint officers and employees of the town? 

A. Yes, the charter provides that he shall make these appointments 
upon merit and fitness alone. 

Q. Can he discharge employees? 

A. Yes, but the employee can be discharged only for cause, such as 
incapacity other than temporary illness, inefficiency, insubordination 
and conduct unbecoming the office. The employee can request a public 
hearing. 

Q. Will the town manager act as the purchasing agent? 

A. Yes, he will be responsible for the purchasing of all supplies for 
all departments, but not including food for schools, school books, 
library books, etc. 

Q. Did the Charter Commission consider the possibility of having a 
mayor elected by the people as chief executive? 

A. Yes, it was rejected in favor of the town manager who would be a 
trained professional administrator. The only qualifications necessary 
to be a mayor are that the person be a resident and voter of the town. 

Q. If the town manager-council form of government is accepted by 
the voters on Nov. 16 th when will it go into effect? 

A. There will be a special election in June 1972 and the school 
committee will assume its duties in July. The council will meet in July 
to organize and assume their office, but their full powers will not take 
effect until Jan. 1, 1973. In the meantime, they will select a town 
manager, adopt their rules of procedure, etc. The selectmen and town 
meeting will continue in effect until December 31,1972.
